intended to shield accomplices. 
The evidence of an electrician, a boat­ 
man aud a cabman, who assisted in 
Luccheni’s capture, w'as then taken. 
Luccheni admittisl that he came to 
Geneva in order to kill the Duke of Or­ 
leans; but, he added, he arrived too late. 
The prisoner then remarki'd that in sjiite 
of this the Duke of Orltans will Ik* 
hdlied within a yi>ar. 
The prisoner al.v) 
said tliat if he hail iiosse©.*!!*!! .50 franc© 
on the morning of the asaassinatiou, in­ 
stead of killing the Empn*ss of Au.stna, 
he would have startoil for Italy wdth the 
intention of killing King Homlx:rt. He 
added: “It doe© not matter, however, 
as another will kill Humbert shortly.” 
MTheu the full penalty alloweii by the 
Swiss law wa© imix)s«*d uiion him Luc­ 
cheni laugheil and crit*d loudly: “ Long 
live anarchy" and “Dt*ath to the aris­ 
tocracy.” 
A curious featun* of the trial was that 
whenever anything was said tending to 
show that he hail attempted to deny iii© 
guilt or to escapi* its con.sequeuce© ho 
invariably interrupt id, opi*nly gl«»ry'iug 
in the crime, winch, he .said was {av- 
meilitar<>d, adding in one instance: “ I 
did my utmost to make the stroke fatal. ”

AND USEFUL.

If the city of Bombay had a tutelary 
bird, thrre is no m anner tit doubt w hat 
bird that should be, 
I do not know, 
says a w riter in The Tim es of India. 
why the ancient Egyptian defied tho 
ibis, bot if Bombay Imre the proud fig­ 
ure of a vulture ram pant on her shield 
everybody would know why. Of all tho 
unsalaried public servants who have 
identified themselves w ith this city and 
devoted their energies to its welfare no 
other can take a place beside the vul­ 
ture. 
U nfortunately tho vulture has 
never lent itself to the spirit of her­ 
aldry The eagle has, strangely enough, 
though the difference between tbe tw o 
has never been very well marked iii tho 
popular mind. 
The translators of our 
Bible had no notion of it. 
Modern natural history has diseu 
tangled the two names aud assigned 
them to tw o very different fam ilies of 
birds, the distinction between w hich in 
its essence is ju st this—th at w hile the 
eagle kills its prey the loss im patient 
vulture w aits decently till 
its tim e 
comes to die. Popular sentim ent persists 
in regarding the form er as the more 
noble, but there can be no question 
w hich is the more useful. 
It is not easy indeed to realize to one­ 
self the extent and beneficence of tho 
work carried on throughout tho length 
and breadth of India from y ear’s end to 
year’s end by the m ighty race of v u l­ 
tures. 
Tho w riter continues: The v u l­ 
tures th a t one sees in such num bers on 
M alabar hill belong to tw o species, 
w hich are easy enough to distinguish 
w hen once one’s attention bas been 
turned to the difference between them. 
Tho com moner of the two, the w hite 
backed or Bengal vulture (Gyps benga- 
lensis) is a smoky black bird, w ith a 
band of w bito extending the whole 
length of the w ings on the underside 
This band is broken by the dark body, 
and th at serves to distinguish the bird 
at a glance. 
The other species is tho long billed 
vnltnre (Gyps pallescens) of Barnes 
Jerdon confounded it w ith another spe­ 
cies. Its general color is brown, darker 
or lighter according to age, sometim es 
alm ost w hity 
brown; 
but, 
however 
w hite the underparts m ay be, body and 
w ings aro alike. 
The two species are 
about the same size and larger than one 
would suspect w ho has only seen them 
at a distance. 
A good specimen w ill 
m easure over seven feet from tip to tip 
of the wings. 
There is one curious difference in 
their hab ita 
The long billed vulture 
breeds alw ays on high cliffs, w hile ta 
Bengal brother is content to build its 
nest on any tree big enough to bear the 
w eight of such a ponderous edifice. 
I 
have seen a single m ango tree groaning 
nuder the w eight of tw o or three nests 
on tbe other side of tho harbor. 
Each 
nest contains one egg, generally white, 
but sometimes blotched w ith brown 
Once fairly in the air, no bird surpasses 
the m ajesty of its flight. 
The question 
has often been hotly discussed w hether 
birds can sail w ithout flapping th eir 
wings. 
The difficulty originated, of course, 
w ith somebody of that unfortunate class 
who m ust reason about a question of 
fact instead of looking. He dem onstrat­ 
ed th at such a feat was impossible. Tho 
vultures kept on doing it all the same, 
and any one m ay w atch them. 
For 
hours together they w ill sail iu circles, 
or rather in spirals, w ithout the slig h t­ 
est motion of th eir w ings beyond trim ­ 
m ing them to the wind like the sails of 
a boat. Of course there m ust be a w ind 
There are two otic r kinds of vultures 
which may occasionally be seen in Bom­ 
bay. 
One is the king vulture (Otogyps 
calvus), a royal bird, not indeed larger 
than the others, but of nobler aspect and 
prouder character. 
It appears singly or 
w ith its m ate aud w ill not consort w ith 
the herd. 
When it comes to a carcass, 
the others have to stand by until it has 
dined. 
There is no difficulty in recog­ 
nizing this species by its deep bluck col­ 
or, relieved ouly by tw o pure w hite 
patches on its thighs aud by tho blood 
red tin t of its bare head aud neck. O ur 
fourth vulture is the foul bird known as 
Pharaoh's chicken, as w ell us by other 
less reputable names. Its title in scence 
is Neophron ginginianus. 
It is one ct 
the commonest birds 
about Poonah aud everywhere ou tho 
plains of tbe Deccan, but seldom visits 
tho ooast 
I have, however, seen a pair 
ou more than ono occasion about the 
flats. 
It is a w hite bird, not m uch big­ 
ger than a kite, w ith n-Jy tho quill 
feathers of the wing blae*. 
Its bill is 
long and thiu, its naked face yellow an J 
its tail wedgo shaped. 
Its neck is not 
bare, but clothed w ith long, rusty w hito 
feathers, pointing backward. 
It does 
not staud upright, like the true vultures, 
but carries its body like a duck aud 
walks like a recruit. 
By these sigqs 
you may know P haraoh’s chicken. 
It 
makes its shabby nest of Micks, rags and 
rubbish on trees, ledges of public build 
lugs or anyw here about M arch and lays 
two w hite eggs) more or less blotched 
w ith lirewn.
